FCC HAS REMOVED.-ITS 10/05/87 
CANCELLATION OF ACCREDITATION OF 
REGION 12 VOLUNTEER EXAMINERS 
(VEs). The interruption in the Caribbean 
area testing lasted about two weeks. FCC 
is reported to have advised the pertinent 
VECs of nine individuals not eligible for 
re-appointment. The cancellation action 
was reported in last month's HIGH- 
LIGHTS. Also a petition was reported 
filed on 11/23/87 asking that only 
individuals whose accreditation remains 
revoked be prohibited from VE program 
participation. (W5YI Report, 12/01/87).

PETITIONS REGARDING NOVICE

American Radio Relay Viomias Report. 
By John Swafford - W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of 
information published in the ARRL LETTER and other 
reports. The LESTER provides timely news of interest to 
active radio amateurs. Any League member may 
subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


EASTERN AREA STAFF MEETING. 
. Packet-based radiogram routing dominated 
the issues at the National Traffic 
System's Eastern Area Staff meeting 
October 24-25 in Virginia. Area Staffs, 
which comprise all NTS Officials above 
the section-level, serve to advise the 
Field Services Manager on major NTS 
issues, and maintain the day-to-day long- 
haul functions ot the National Traffic 
System. 


The EAS passed two significant motions 


recommending 1) Zip code addressing for | 


routing of radiograms through the emerg- 
ing packet BBS auto-forwarding network, 
and 2) a study of specific proposals made 
by members of the Northeast-based Radio 
Amateur Telecommunications, Society for 
NTS user interface with the system. The 
latter was referred to the EAS Region 
Packet Managers; their report is due 
March, 1988. : 


Other actions included the election of 
ARRL Honorary Vice President and former 
Communications Manager George Hart, 
W1NJM, as EAS Member-at-Large, effect- 
ive January 1. Hart is considered the 
father of the National Traffic System. It 
was his system design that was originally 
implemented in 1947. 


The Staff also heard talks from ARRL 
Hudson Division Director Stephen 
Mendelsohn, WA2DHF, host Roanoke 
Division Vice Director John Kanode, 
N4MM, who represented, Division Director 
Gay Milius, W4UG, and Atlantic Division 
Director Hugh Turnbull, W3ABC. ARRL 
Field Services Manager Richard Palm, 
KICE, also presented an extensive report 
on 1987 HQ activity in support of the 


_ National Traffic System.

ARRL VEC TO CHARGE $4.55 FOR 
EXAMS. Effective January 1, 1988, the 
maximum allowable fee for an amateur 
exam administered by a VEC will be 
$4.55. This increase is based upon a 
4.3% rise in the Department of Labor 
Consumer Price Index between September 
1986 and September 1987. The ARRL-

ANOTHER FOREST SERVICE REGION 
FEE PROPOSAL. The Intermountain 
Region of the US Forest Service has 
become the fifth such region to propose 
higher rental fees for communication site 
users on US Forest Service land. 


The Intermountain Region administers 
sites in Nevada, Utah, and portions of 
California, Colorado, Idaho and Wyoming. 


Each of the five regions has proposed a 
different fee schedule, and the Inter- 
mountain Region is no exception. In 
this case, the region has proposed fees 
based on the population within a 40-mile 
radius of the communications site. The 
proposed fee for a 2-way radio site 
varies between $600 and $1100, depend- 
ing on the population category. 


In cases where there is more than one 
user occupying a building on a site, the 
owner will become the permit holder, 


- and the other users will be considered 


as tenants of the landlord, and these 
tenants will be charged one-half of the 
proposed fee. 


The proposal did note that "under 
certain qualifying circumstances... fees 
may be waived or reduces."

At the opposite end of the 
military communicators, who were respon- 
sible for logistics communications, were 
setting up their equipment. As_ the 
Marines erected their field antennas, they 
watched Rick - N4ASX fire a line over a 
nearby tree with his composite bow and 
haul up the ham antenna array in a 
matter of minutes - higher than the 
military antenna. In a very short time 
the ham nets were on the air.

Head, Space Shuttle Retransmissions 
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The Weakest Link 


By Chuck Hite - W3SOG 


The varying success of Amateur Radio 
clubs in arousing interest, recruiting and 
training new Amateurs, indicates we don't 
all use the same approach to the chal- 
lenge. A few clubs start their Novice 
classes with enrollments of twenty to 
thirty or more students and two-thirds or 
more qualify for their Novice licenses. 
Others find it hard to recruit more than 
five or ten for their class and sometimes 
license only a few of these. There has 
to be a reason, because the potential for 
recruitment doesn't vary that much from 
place to place. If enrollment is too 
small, the fault may lie in the method of 
recruitment, If too many of those 
enrolled fail to complete the course, 
examine closely the way the study 
material is organized and presented. 
Maybe a little variety will be beneficial. 


Recruitment seems to be our weakest 
link. How does your club go about 
recruiting new amateurs? An announce- 
ment in local newspapers may be neither 
the only or the best way. How many 
young people, or even adults, are likely 
to read such an announcement. How 
many young people read much more than 
the comic strip in a paper? Remember, 
most people don't even know ham radio 
exists. Even if they read such an item, 
it has to be cleverly written to hold their 
attention or stir them to action. 


The most effective way to reach potential 
hams is the direct, face to face approach. 
You are Amateur Radio's best ambassador. 
Several things can be done to assure your 
club success in finding new Amateurs. 


Not everyone is interested in golf, skiing, 
fishing, boating, painting - or ham radio. 
Your challenge is to reach as many 
prospects as you can and let them know 
what Amateur Radio is all about. Qualify 
your prospects. Among those interested 
in science, you may find many whom you 
can enlighten. Get acquainted with 
science teachers in your area. You may 
find some who are Amateur Radio license- 
es. hf not sthey: ane still in, a, good 
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position to know whether their school 
has a radio club or students who would 
like to learn of our hobby. Wherever 
people meet socially there are prospects. 
Four H clubs, Boy and Girl Scout groups 
may be approached. Church youth 
assemblies are possibilities. Computer 


clubs are fertile fields for recruitment. | 


"Everybody's business is nobody's bus- 
iness." Does your club have a Recruit- 
ing Committee specifically charged with 
the responsibility of developing a pro- 
gram to attract newcomers to Amateur 
Radio? If not, establish one. Next, 
formulate an interesting program that 
can be easily presented at a time and 
place acceptable to both you and the 
group of prospective hams, Prepare well 
in advance for the presentation. 


Your club should have copies of the fine 
promotional films ARRL has prepared to 
help you. Select an appropriate one for 
the occasional, but DON'T cram _ too 
many into your first presentation, 
MOST SALES ARE MADE AFTER THE 
FIRST CALL! Whet the appetites of 
your prospects to learn more about 
Amateur Radio. Then invite them to a 
special RADIO CLUB meeting, at which 
time you should be prepared to effect- 
ively demonstrate an operating ham 
Station. Enlist the help of other club 
members. If the group you have invited 
is small, perhaps you could arrange a 
visit to one or more local Amateurs’ 
homes, where conditions are ideal to 
demonstrate HF operation, two meter fm 
repeater operation or packet radio using 
either a gateway or a local digipeater 


and a local area network. Use of a 
digipeater can make the show very 
interesting. There are so many other . 


facets of the hobby you can sample for 


their enjoyment. Use your imagination,

that feature and refine it for future use. 
Your club's Training Officer should be a 
part of recruiting projects. If your club 
doesn't have such a person, remedy that 
immediately and forward his or her name, 
address and phone number to Auto-Call 
magazine and ARRL headquarters. With 
that information at their disposal, any 
queries they receive from your area can 
be referred quickly to your Training 
Officer. Once you have attracted a 
group, set a date, time and place where 
your club will show them how to start. 
When the class finishes and tests are 
given, watch for arrival of their licenses. 


When a new ham receives his/her license, 
the responsibility of fellow Amateurs has 
just begun. If you doubt the veracity of 
this statement, read the figures reporting 
the number of Amateurs who drop their 
licenses each year. The reason for their 
failure may rest partially on your should- 
ers, and that should concern you. 


Talk to the new licensees and plan for 
what they need to get on the air. It 
doesn't have to be a new $1500 solid 
state rig. Communications is the name of 


the game. Used tube-type rigs are 
usually available for very reasonable 
prices and they do work well. They are 


more tolerant of beginner's mistakes than 
solid state equipment and can provide a 
lot of fun for the dollars invested. 


Some new licensees may need the loan of 
a first rig until they can acquire their 
own. Set up a "Club Equipment Bank," 
from which rigs and other items can be 
loaned. Keep a record of items available 
and require the new ham to sign for 
whatever is issued to him. It will pre- 
vent losing track of the inventory. A 
maintenance record should also be kept to 
assure the equipment is in working con- 
dition when needed. This equipment does 


» not have to be stored in club facilities. 
~ It can be available from members' home 


- collections. All you need is a list of who 
has what and know how to get the equip- 


_ ment into the hands of the new ham. 


- At this point an ELMER program should 
Someone living close 
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enough to easily visit the newcomer's 
home (his or her SHACK) should be 
appointed, from your club membership, 
to help secure and erect an antenna, 
design the layout of the station, collec- 
tion of any cables, connectors and 
accessories which will be needed to 
assemble a station and put it on the air 
for the first contact. A progress report 
by each ELMER and the new licensee 
should be a feature of each club meeting 
until the new hams become active on the 
air. If a knotty problem surfaces, the 
whole club can help solve it. You don't 
have such a program in your club? Now 
is the time! “Set it Up. 


Your responsibility still isn't over yet. 
As soon as the new hams are comfort- 
able as Novices, they should be en- 
couraged to sign up for up-grade classes 
sponsored by the club. Oh, you say 
your club doesn't regularly hold up- 
grade classes? Get going. I'll bet there 
are several club members right now who 
would benefit from such a class. Help 
make up-grade classes a regular part of 
your club's activities. If you can teach 
but have limited time, arrange to share 
the job with one or more other capable 
club members, plan the project together 
and divide the responsibilities. None of 
you will suffer and you may find you 
gain more than you give. One thing is 
certain, if your club follows these 
suggestions, your club meetings and club 
activities will never again be boring. 


The centerfold of the July issue of 
Auto-Call presented a four page folder 
suggested as a promotional hand-out for 
recruiting new members to Amateur 
Radio. It was intended to be reproduced 
and used as is or as a starter which 
clubs could modify or develop to suit 
their own needs. Local situations might 
require the inclusion of additional infor- 
mation or the modification of some of 
the material presented.

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It’s Not the Virus, It’s the Humidity 
By AK3B and N3CFA 


Dr. Carl D. Brandt - N3CFA, President of Rock Creek Amateur Radio Association for 
the past 27 years, has spent over two decades as a virology researcher at Childrens 
Hospital National Medical Center. At a conference held in New York last October, 
Dr. Brandt made some interesting comments about research he has done regarding a 
"rotovirus" infection - the intestinal "stomach bug" that strikes thousands of American 
infants every year and kills as many as 1 million in third world countries. There are 
no antibiotics for rotavirus infection. Several potential vaccines are now undergoing 
tests, however. Dr. Brandt's research was sufficiently interesting to be quoted in 
U.S. News & World Report, November 9, 1987 issue, It seems particularly appropriate 
to repeat his observations here as the virus season approaches the Washington area. 


Data Brandt has collected indicates that it may not be low temperatures outside that 
promote the virus but low humidity indoors that is basically responsible for the winter 
seasonality of the outbreaks. There is a definite seasonal and geographical spread of 
the rotaviral infections, according to data from the Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, GA. Each year it starts out in Mexico in autumn and heads north, fanning 
out to the west and east. By February it is in the Washington area and by early 
spring, it's a New England woe. Scientists aren't sure whether rotaviruses are actu- 
ally traveling a route or whether some other factor, such as especially low humidity 
along the path, as Doctor Brandt suggests, is waking up an already present virus. In 
the Washington DC area, when January was wet and moist, fewer toddlers were hos-_ 
pitalizes for the virus. When January was colder and drier than normal there was an 
increase in the outbreaks. Dr. Brandt notes that in this kind of weather people turn 
up the heat, which lowers the indoor humidity, and children are confined more to the 
indoors. 


Children under age 2 are most susceptible but everyone in the household can be 
infected. In view of the research reported, it might make good sense to maintain 
reasonably high humidity in the home for the next few months, 
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Please let us have more articles about the activities of our local Amateurs. There are 
lots of stories out there just waiting to be told. Our thanks to Walt Ramsey, of the 
Rock Creek ARA, for sending in the above story and to Dr. Brandt for his assistance.
